JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port extend to the 30th April. The outward 
P. and O. mail of February 26 was received on the 20th April, 
and conveyed also London telegrams to March 19; but va 
Kiachta telegrams to April 1 had been received. The Great Re- 
public, from San Francisco, was overdue. The Japan Times gives 
the following summary of news :-— 

The new scheme of centralising the Government of the country 
in the hands of the Mikado has received the important accession 
of the Prince of Kishiu. This noble, under the Shiogoon’s Go- 
vernment, was in the position of a prince of the blood, his clan 
being one of the three called Sanke or Go-sanke, from which alone 
the Shiogoons were chosen. His consent to the proposition, fol- 
lowing that of Owari, another chief of a Sanke clan, is therefore 
highly significant, as indicating the submission of the Tokugawa 
family to the new order of things. The Mito clan has not yet 
signified its intentions officially, but there seems no reason to 
doubt that it will follow the example of ttre other two branches 
of the house. The late Shiogoon was a cadet of this family, and 
its present head, Mimbutayo, is firmly loyal to the new Govern- 
ment. The Mito clan, however, has formany years been agitated 
by internal dissension, so much so, as to prevent its taking a pro- 
minent part in general Japanese politics, and we are bound to say 
that it would be highly satisfactory to be able to note its official 
adherence to the new system. 

While on this subject, we have to correct the statement made 
last mail that Satsuma had been already invested with the gover- 
norship of his province under the Mikado. The mission of the 
Imperial envoy to Kagoshima was to convey to the Prince the 
thanks of the Government for his,distinguished service in assist- 
ing to repress the Northern rebellion. The new scheme of govern- 
ment is referred to the great Council of Daimios about to assemble 
in Yedo, and until ratified by their vote everything remains tn 
statu quo ante. This is almost a formality after all, as most of the 
chief princes and a large number of nobles of less importance 
have already sent in their lists of estates and men. The Mikado 
is believed to have left Kioto on the 18th inst., and is expected in 
Yedo early in May. ; 

The Imperial fleet has left for the North ; it sailed on the 21st, 
The ram Stonewall had to stop and put back into Uraga Harbour, 
in consequence of an accident to her machinery, or from the ina- 
bility of the Japanese to work it, but we hear that she left again 
on the 28th. She is on the twin screw principle, and the Govern- 
ment are exceedingly foolish to have trusted her to native engi- 
neers. A report was current fora couple of days that she had ac- 
tually foundered, and no one would have been surprised had the 
rumour been true. This absurd confidence in themselves, as soon 
as they find they have acquired a smattering of any art, isa great 
fault in the Japanese character, and much in the way of their ad- 
vancement ; their clumsy handling of the Stonewall is a striking 
and what may be called a concrete example of it. 

The question of Municipal Reform will, now that the currency 
dispute is shelved for a time, come up again for, we trust, final 
settlement. A committee is hard at work framing a memorial 
to the Ministers, and as the claims of the community are nothing 
more than what are just and reasonable, we fully expect that the 
application will be successful. The old Municipal Council did all 
that was possible for it to do with the limited funds allowed it; 
it only gave up office when its estimates for the coming year’s ex- 
penses were found to be exceeding its anticipated income, and 
stated that as its chief reason for dissolving. The Japanese then 
took the settlement in hand, squandered ignorantly upon it, b 
their own account, three times what we had ever had to soca: 
and have reduced it to a worse state in every yarticular— 
scavenging, police—than when we handed it over to them. 
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eighteen months’ experience of their incapacity, we now ask to 
have the municipal government again placed in our hands with 
increased funds ; and there is no doubt that, if our request be 
complied with, we shall soon improve Yokohama into something 
like what it ought to be. rie 

‘A very sad accident has happened al Tokaido, two Japanese 
children having been killed and one badly hurt by the careless 
riding of some Foreigners as yet unknowg, We carnestly hope by 
next mail to bg able to announce the detection and punishment 
of the offenders, Itis of the Iaat importance that they should be 
constituted an example. Not only on the Tokaido and in Yedo, 
but also in the Foreign settlement and native town of Yokohama, 
furious riding is the rule with men wha in their boyhood hardly 
knew a horse from a cow, and never rode outside of anything, ex- 
cept an omnibus or a diligence, and life and limb are endangered 
every day. The people are naturally infuriated about the occur- 
rence, and the worst results may be anticipated if justice be not 
done and the Japanese public satisfied. A small party of 
Foreigners on their way down from Yedo passed the spot imme- 
diately after the accident, and, but for the fortunate presence of a 
vice-governor of Yedo, who appeased the crowd by promising on 
our behalf a full examination of the circumstances, it might have 
gone very hard with thom. 

Next week is our race week, and we have a very fair promise of 
aport. The committee have very properly devoted much of their 
funds to the encouragement of native pony buyers, the Griffin 
Stakes having been restored, and with marked success. Apropos 
of sport, a very useful and sensible proposal has just been made, 
i.e. that the Japanese Government should be solicited, through 
the Foreign Ministers, to name a close season, during which the 
sale of game, particularly pheasants, should be prohibited in the 
markets. Even now, at the very end of April, pheasants are freely 
offered for sale, and the result upon our next year’s shooting may 
be anticipated. 


The Club Germania have opened their new club house, The 
silk and tea markets are still very depressed ; there is a slight 
improvement in the demand for manufactured goods. 

Advices from Kobé give but poor accounts of the state of trade 
at the Southern ports. ° 

From Nagasaki we hear of the sale of the Argus steamer to the 
Prince of Isahaya for 53,000 dols., and of the British barque John 
Fyston to the Prince Satzuma for 17,000 dols., by Messrs. Rainbow, 
Lewis and Qo. 





CHINA,

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
SHawanal, May 6, 1869, 

The English mail of the 12th March, bringing telegrams to the 
Qnd April, arrived on the 26th ult. A Chamber of Commerce 
telegram to the 4th April had been received wa Kiachta on the 
23rd ult. ; and on the Ist inst. a trans-Mongolian telegram to the 
13th April was received. The French mail arrived on the 4th 
inst., bringing London telegrams to the 7th ult. The steamer 
Nile, from London, arrived on the 28th ult., bringing sixteen pas 
sengers. The U.S. flagship, Prscataqua, arrived in the river on 
the 29th ult., having Admiral Rowan on board. 

An Italian frigate, the Clotilde, Captain Carlo Alberto Racchia, 
arrived here on the 2st April from Yokohama, and laid off the 
Custom House until the 29th, when she left port. The appear- 
ance of the Italian flag, either naval or mercantile, is so unusual 
jn this harbour, that large numbers repaired to the bund in order 
to assure themselves that an Italian man-of-war was really in port. 

Mr. Alfred Robinson, a solicitor practising in the Supreme 
Court, has opposed the levy of the registration squeeze in his own 

erson, and when summoned before the police magistrate, pleaded 

is own cause, or rather that of all British subjects in China, with 
much ability. Of course the case was given against him, and he 
therefore appealed to the Chief Judge, who confirmed the magis- 
trates’ decision. Mr. Robinson has announced his intention of 
appealing to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. Tha 
official report of the trial will be found in the Supreme Court and 
Consular Gazette of the 1st inst. 

An important police case has been tried here before the full 
Supreme Court. One Giovanni Cavagnoro, a native of Genoa, 
charged the captain and chief mate of the British ship William 
Chandler with carrying him off on board from Vancouver's Island, 
and with sundry acts of gross ill-treatment, such as beating him 
severely for inability to work as an ordinary seaman—he being in 
fact a baker—towing him overboard, and the like. The prisoners 
stated that the complainant was entered on the articles as 
“ Thomas Connolly, aged 32, Dublin,” and a general and special 
denial of the acts of cruelty charged was put in. It was held 
that the captain had taken complainant away without having 
signed articles in compliance with the Merchant Shipping Act, 
that this was done contrary to complainant’s wish, and that 
therefore the captain was liable for his maintenance in Shanghai 
his passage to Genoa, and for 50 dols. to be paid him on arrival 
at his nativg place. The mate was fined 20 dols. and goats. 

The Spring Race Meeting was held on the 28th, 20th, and 
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30th ult. and the lst inst. As you already know, racing enthu- 
siasm has quite died out here, and the greater number of the 
residents seize the opportunity afforded by the race week to run 
up-country or visit the coast ports. The Race Club this year 
reduced the cost of admission to the stand from Tls. 10 to 6 dols., 
but even this had little effect op the attendance. The first day 
was very wet, but the riders and spectators were more fortunate 
on the succeeding days. 

The athletic sports, whigh had heen often postponed in con- 
sequence of continued wet weather, came off on the 23rd and Mth 
ult., before a crowd of Foreign spectators, which the papers unite 
in describing as larger than wag ever previously geen in Shanghai. 
None of the events were worth special notice. 

On the 26th ult.a meeting of the supporters of the Anglo- 
Chinese Hospital was held, under the presidency of Consul Med- 
hurst. The business was of a purely routine character. The 
funds of this valuable institution are not in a very flourishing 
condition, yet its sphere of usefulness is daily extending. 

Mr. Dick, Commissioner of Customs at this port, has addressed 
a letter to the Chamber of Commerce on the question of bonded 
warehouses, which stands for the Chamber’s consideration at its 
meeting to-morrow. He states that he is not authorised to settle 
any terms concerning the bonding of imports, but, as a basis for 
discussion, he asks whether, in case of different fees being charged 
for the privilege according to the amount of business done at dif- 
ferent godowns, those whose godowns would fall into the lowest 
class would pay Tls. 300 per annum. 

The allotment of seats in the new church has created some in- 
terest among the English oad gi depen Several plans have been 
proposed, but at a meeting of subscribers, held on the 3rd inst., 
1t was resolved that the matter be left toa committee, and that the 
rental be uniform. The architect expects that the building will 
be open for worship on the first Sunday in June. 

The annual meeting of Land Renters will be held on the 27th 
inst. 

The 4th inst. being the Emperor’s birthday, the 23rd day of the 
3rd moon, was celebrated throughout the Empire in general, and 
a Shanghai in particular, by the closure of all the native public 
offices. 

A notification has been issued by the provincial authorities 
stating that the war tar o -B, peace is now supposed to rei 
throughout the Empire) of Tls. 100,000 per month levied in the 
Soochow and Shanghai district is no longer sufficient, and announc- 
ing au increased levy of Tls. 30,000 per month. It is well known 
that this squeeze is intended for the private purses of the collect- 
ing mandarins, but the pe»ple, with exemplary patience, are pre- 
paring to pay almost without grumbling. 

The North China Herald mentions a vague report of a project 
to do away with Consular establishments at the ports of New- 
chwang, Chefoo, and Tamsuy,—British interests to be entrusted 
to mercantile consuls. We give this as it has reached us, as the 
purest rumour, and should be hardly inclined to mention it, but 
for the eccentric views on China which the new Government enter- 
tains. These, combined with its struggles after economy, may 
impel it to anything. 

n the 24th ult. we received information from Hankow that the 
Salamis had arrived there on the 2lst. The expedition was at 
Ichang on the 10th, but as Sir Rutherford Alcock’s despatch had 
been received it was doubtful whether any attempt would be made 
to reach Chung King. A private letter describes Ichang as 
abounding in natural] beauties, thus offering a strong contrast to 
Sha-si, which closely resembles Hankow. Sha-si is the great centre 
of trade for Szechuen, whence produce of all kinds is distributed 
to that province. It is very flat and low, one street built on an 
embankment which keeps the rising water from the rest of the 
city, which lies thirty feet below. 

On the 26th ult. the Salamis, with Admiral Keppel on board, 
reached Shanghai, and on the 29th the steamer entered Muir- 
seni dock for repairs, her stern-post having been sprung by her 

ump. 

H.E. Mr. Ross Browne, U.S. Minister to Peking, arrived here 
on the 27th ult. in the gunboat Monacacy from the Coast ports, 
where he has been on a tour of inspection. He is about to pro- 
ceed immediately to Peking, in company with the U.S. Consul- 
General. 

A rumour was current some days ago that serious political com- 
plications had occurred at Peking, the Ministers having united in 
a threat of hauling down their flags, in consequence of a personal 
assault made upon the French Secretary of Legation by the 
Prince of Kung’s brother. Again, on the Ist inst., the Friend of 
China inserted the following sensational paragraphs :— 

“Just as we go to press we receive, overland, information from 
Peking to the following effect. 

“Prince Kung, hors de condat, has had ‘to resign his position as 
Regent and head of the 7seng 2i Yamen. 

Tsen-kwo-fan has been called to Court, and made 7's0-tsiang— 
2.¢., & member of the Cabinet. 

“ Le (our old friend Ze Footat) has been commissioned to inquire 
into the conduct of Tso, Compo (umquhile Footai of Chekiang), 
who allowed himself to be defeated by the Wei-fei (as the new 
rebels are called). 

“ Our information is reliable.” 

Although several steamers have arrived since, no confirmation 
of these alarming statements have been ‘received.

Export Duty on Tea Dust declared for Foreign Market, 
Tea dust declared to be for a Foreign port, whether shipped at a Yang- 
tsze port, or a seaport, pays export duty as tea, at the rate of Tis. 2.5 per 
pical. If thus shipped at a Yangteze port, it deposits, as tea, a bond for 


coast trade duty. 
RULE III. 


Export and Coast Trade wie oe Tea Dust declared for Native 

arket. 

Tea dust, no matter where shipped, if for a Chinese port, and of not 
more than ten taels in value per picul, pays export duty at the new rate 
of Tle. 1.2.5.0 per picul. If shipped at a Yangtze port, it is there to de- 
posit the coast trade duty of Tls. 0.6.2.5 per picul in cash, like any other 
commodity, not being tea. 

Rote IV. 


Final Duty leviable on Tea Dust originally shipped for a Chinese 
Port, and after arrival there reshipped for a Foreign Port. 

Tea dust passed at the new rate will have paid a duty of Tis, 1.2.5.0 
per picul, when shipped gt a sea port, and, like other goods, will have 
afterwards paid its coast trade duty, Tls. 0.6.2.5 per picul, on arrival at 
the second port; shipped at the Yangtsze port, it will have acquitted itself 
of both export and coast trade duties at the same time, in the same way 
as other merchandise. In the event of the subsequent shipment of any 
such tea dust from the second port, it (having already paid duties 
amounting to Tls. 1.8.7.5 per picul) will be called on, at the time of ship- 
ment, to pay a further shipment of Tls, 0.6.2.5 per picul; in that way 
it be pay the duty, Tls. 2.5 per picul, leviable on it as tea for the Foreign 
market, 





AMOY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Amoy, May 10, 1869. 

The Macao, Peruvian coolie ship, left this pare about a week 
ago for Havannah, having conformed to all the necessary regu- 
lations. The Commissioner of Customs (a Foreigner) would not 
give up her papers on his own responsibility, but handed them 
over to the Superintendent of Customs (a Chinese), in order to 
avoid being involved in any trouble that might arise in allowing 
her to leave the port. The Padang Panjang, now tho Villa de 
Cammilla, and under the Spanish flag, will leave this port with 
coolies for Havannah in a few days. She being a treaty power 
ship, will have no obstacles put in her way, which seems absurd, 
after dealing so harshly with the Macao. It is to be hoped that 
the coolies will not be illtreated and drafted off to other places 
than Havannah. It is to be regretted that the Chinese mandarins 
make such a large sum out of the coolies—they get 3 dollars a 
head as a fee for each man shipped. What villany is a small 
mandarin not capable of when he sees a large fee coming to him ? 
What does it matter to him how the poor unfortunate labourer is 
treated ? This coolie matter has created a little excitement here, 
and one was at a loss at times to know who was in the right, the 
goolie brokers or their opponents. Be it as it may, it will serve 
as @ lesson to all future coolie brokers to be straightforward, and 
to employ careful translators in drawing up the agreements with 
the Chinese labourers. The opposition a have met with in 
procuring labourers at this port will show all future adventurers 
that they must confine themselves strictly to the letter of the law 
if they wish to get their business put through quickly. Every- 
thing is quiet at Taiwan. Mr. Gibson, our Consul there, is to be 
superseded ; Mr. Cooper will relieve him shortly. Mr. Gibson goes 
as Interpreter to Canton for a time, Mr. Meyers going for a trip 
on sick leave. 





HONG KONG. 

From this port our latest date is the 13th May. The P. and O. 
mail of March 26 arrived out on the 6th May, with London tele- 
grams to April 17. From New York the latest advices were to 
March 18, via San Francisco. 


The China Mau gives the following account of the fracas at 
Peking, which is almost identical with that received by telegraph : 
— A fracas which may lead to serious complications has taken 

lace at Peking. One account says that the French Chargé 
S Affaires jostled against the cart viata Prince Kung’s 
brother, as they were returning from the races. The Prince struck 
the Frenchman across the face. An apology was demanded and 
refused, so the tricolour was hauled down from the French Lega- 
tion. The other Ministers have taken the matter up, and have 
given the Chinese Government three days to make an apology. 

nother account says that the Freneh Chargé d’Affaires’ pony 
slightly jostled a chair, in which was Prince Kuny’s brother. One 
of the latter’s outrider’s struck a blow, whether at Mr. Rochefort 
or one of his suite does not seem clear. A later paragraph saye, 
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that Prince Kung has had to resign his positiqn fas Regent and 
head of the Tsung-li-Yamen. Tsen-kwo-fan been called to 
Court and made a member of the Cabinet.” 

The following items of news are from the same source :—~ 

Le Footai has been commissioned to enquire into the condact 
of Tso, formerly Footai of Chekiang, who allowed himself to be de- 
feated by the Weifei (rebels.) 

The Soochow authorities have been told to modify their rancour 
der tac This appears from a proglamation recently 

ut forth. 
. The Yangchow affair has fully attained its object, and taught the 
officials and people to behave to Foreigners with civility. Visitors 
to the city a week or two ago met with no annoyance. 

The financial statement of this colony for the year 1868 de- 
serves a little more minute consideration than it has received. 
The total receipts for the year were 1,134,186.19 dols., being an 
increase of 274,702.17 dols. on 1867. The expenditure increased 
at nearly the same rate, from 730,916.82 dols. in 1867 to 991,311.49 
dols. in last year—a difference of 260,394.67 dols., and being only 
13.307.50 dols. less than the total excess of receipts for 1868. 
This is an astounding jump from a condition of bankruptcy in 
1866 to an absolute plethora of wealth (the balance on hand on 
December 31, 1868, being 142.794.70 dols.) in the short space of 
two ycars, especially when the fact is borne in mind that the cost 
of Government in the colony was increased during last year by the 
sum of 19,64].54 dols., and that there was a decrease of 66,625.12 
in the land revenue for 1868 as compared with 1867. 

Confining ourselves for the present to the question of revenue, 
we observe that the increase is mainly due to two items :—~ 

Gambling Fees... dols. 267,166.66 
Stamps ... oe ove 101,766.20 


dols. 368,932.86 

The opium farm yielded an increase of 10,470 dols. and miscel- 
laneous receipts dols. 11,583.30. From these four items more 
than one-third of the entire revenue is derived; but it is to the 
two above set out that the present flourishing condition of the 
colonial exchequer is attributable. There has been no oreginal 
— beyond them to which the increased revenue can be 
traced. 

We now turn to the expenditure. The sum of dols. 208.144.80 
clears off all arrears on account of the mili contribution ; on 
public works and buildings, roads, streets, and bridges, there were 
spent during 1868, dols. 164,444.03; making together, 
dols. 372,588.83. What has become of the remainder of the 
dols. 991,000? The Crown demands have been satisfied, local 
public works are supposed to have been sufficiently provided for ; 
where are two-thirds of the revenue of 1868 gone? The answer 
is in payment of the labour which is employed in the government, 
of the colony, from his Excellency through all the departments 
of our petty state, down to the coolie who sweeps out a Govern- 
ment office. The item charged under the head of “ Establish- 
ments” means the amount paid to persons employed in various 
offices,—the police, gaols, postmaster'’s office, registrar's office, &o., 
and it stands thus— 

Total Establishments dols. 448,473.68 


But to this are to be added certain items which, though for some 
occult reasons are charged “exclusive of establishments,” in 
reality form part of the same account. They are these

payment of the expenses of our local Government, before a dollar 
can be spent on public works. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was strongly condemnatory of 
the Chinese Hospital case ; and the place has been for the time 
abolished, pending more humane arrangements. A case of the 
death of a Chinese, a few minutes subsequent to exposure in the 
street, has also occurred, and an inquiry 1s going on. 

Capt. Crosbie (late of the Arthur), who, with wife and crew, was 

icked up near Pedro Blanco, and brought into Hong Kong by a 
hing junk, moved the criminal law in order to charge his pri- 
soners with piracy and extortion. Case was dismissed by the 
magistrate—Another suit (civil) for 500 dols. was proceeded 
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with, and gained by the junkmen ; this was half the 1,000 dollars 
promised for the salvage service. 

The Friend of China gives “reliable” information that Prince 
Kung has resigned his office as Regent of China, and implies that 
this arises from the recent quarrel with the French Charge 
d’Affaire’s. If the news be correct we are rather inclined to find 
@ very opposite reason for his conduct. Nothing would be more 

pular with the Chinese than resistance to tho demands of a 

oreigner, and had the Prince tried to bid for popularity he could 
scarcely do so more effectually than by opposing the French 
demands to the last gasp. We incline to believe that he has 
declared his inability or unwillingness to assume an offensive 
position which he is able enough to foresee must result in a new 
-war. Such a declaration would very probably be met by taunts 
_of cowardice, direct or implied, from Tseng-kwo-fan, now at the 
Capital, he having committed to writing his belief that but the 
will is wanting to expel the hated Foreigner from China. The 
prince would thereupon naturally suggest that the warlike Tseng 
should undertake the policy which he recommends; and as that 
official has long been ambitious of a seat in the Cabinet he would 
naturally accept the conditions attached to gain it. 

This is, of course, mere supposition, but if the Friend’s account 
be correct we can find no other solution. It is quite certain that 
Foreign pressure would not be exerted to unseat the Prince Regent 
(who is identified with the pro-Foreign party) in favour of Tseng- 
kwo-fan, who is equally identified with the “old war party.’ 
Another mail will, doubtless, bring more intelligence ; but, mean- 
while, here is another “nut” for the Pe party at home to 
talk over. Reference to Peking with Tseng as Prime Minister 
will be, we doubt not, an eminently practical proceeding—to those 
who don’t mind being kicked

Batavia, May 14, 1869. 

The London mail of the 26th March arrived here on the 3rd 
inst. Our import market remains in a stagnant condition, and 
the godowns and bonded warehouses are choked with European 
manufactures, while at the same time several vessels are due. 
When will people at home mss out more in accordance with the 
demand? The bankers, as well as merchants, are now crying out 
at the utter stagnation in business, and discount is down to 5 per 
cent., and even 44°on Government paper! What will old Java 
residents say to this? The Java Bank holds its meeting on the 
24th inst., and ares only 9 per cent. dividend for the year, against 
15 per cent. in former years. This is the only bank allowed by 
Government to issue notes. The capital is six million guilders 
(12 to the pound), and the current value of the shares is 5U per 
cent. premium. The other banks are the Netherlands India and 
the Rotterdam, which have their head-offices in Holland. The 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, which has also its 
head-offices in London, is the only English Bank, and has large 
transactions in Exchange, as well as a good share of the local 


business. 
The chief topic of conversation here is the coming festival and 
masquerade ball, to commemorate the 250th anniversary of the 


settlement of the Dutch in Java. Three days are to be set a 
for the festival, and it is predicted by many that the discontented 
natives will take the opportunity of raising a rebellion; but I 
have noticed nothing which can warrant this opinion. The riot 
which occurred last month was a spasmodic and abortive affair, 
and the murder of the Europeans arose entirely from their over 
confidence in not procuring sufficient aid from the military. The

Rain has fallen heavily during thetpresent week ; being un- 
usually late, it is feared that it will injure or at least retard the 
next crop of sugar. Contracts for delivery, however, have never- 
theless been made for the end of June. The export in 1868 was 
of sugar, 2,500,000 piculs, and of coffee, 960,000 piculs ; it is earl 
yet to form an opinion, but it is believed that the crops of both 
sugar and coffee will be larger; but then, last year, and also in 
1867, the coffee crop was considered a failure. The Government 
at the Hague have sent out orders that the native producers are 
to be made to suffer for the inferior quality of the coffee, and this 
will be Ee into practice when the new crop is brought by them 
to the Government depots next month. The price paid by Go- 
vernment to the natives for all coffee brought in has hitherto been 
13 guilders per ee irrespective of the quality, but now they 
are to be paid only one half that amount for inferior descriptions. 
On what Jegal or equitable grounds this can be done is not easily 
seen, and the course is universally condemned by all classes of the 
public here. The system which the Government pursue in the 
cultivation of coffee has left it far behind the produce of Ceylon, 
although the sale here is infinitely superior. The contract price 
for sugar this season is about £2 per ton higher, coffee contracts 
are also higher, owing to the insurrection in Cuba. 
Until the policy of the Government is changed, and more liberal 
srs prevail, the commerce of the island cannot increase. 
orced labour must be abolished and the soil let out to the enter- 
prise of individuals. The institution of such a policy would be 
more calculated to develop the resources of the country, and would

prove more lucrative to the Government than the present system 
of “‘squeezing,” which is simply killing the goose which lays the 
golden eggs. Sooner or later a change must come, including, 
perhaps, a change of masters. The Dutch Government must be 
sadly blind and unpractised not to be able to read the signs of 
the times. Simply to go on squeezing out every drop of blood 
from the place without a care for its future is a policy which can 
have only one end. 

Notwithstanding that the country possesses the finest facilities 
for railways, there is now only a small section, under fifty miles in 
length, in the vicinity of Samarang. The line from Batavia to 
Buitenzorg, the seat of the Governor-General, about forty miles 
in extent, is not yet commenced, although it would, by the sale of .. 
lands in the vicinity, be a source of considerable profit. It is 
stated that the necessary purchases of rail and rolling stock are 
now being effected in England, and that the line will be com- 
menced in four months, and finished in about a year and a-half. 
The value of property in the locality is already rising in antici- 
pation. Considering how few engineering difficulties there are in 
the way, and the comparative cheapness of labour in Java, rail 
ways should have been brought into use years ago, to give those 
facilities for the transport of goods which are the greatest stimu- 
lants to trade. 

The fleet of the Netherlands India Steam Company continues 
to perform their various services in connecting Singapore and all 
the ports on the coast of Java, Sumatra, Macassar, Borneo, &c., 
with great regularity. The organisation of this line, which in- 
cludes fifteen steamers, was one of the finest enterprises ever car- 
ried out for Java, more especially as it has been done at such a 
moderate cost to the Government. The postal subsidy is only 3s. 
per mile, but the receipts from freight and passengers by the com- 
pany are large, and are increasing at a very satisfactory rate. 

he expenses of a line in these far-off seas are necessarily heavy, 
but the managers here adopt the best system for maintaining the 
efficiency of their vessels. All the contracts with Government 
are performed and the management here conducted 
Fraser and Hulstyn, who give universal satisfaction. nl 
dispute which has arisen with the Government is on the twelfth 
article of the contract, which states that the Company are to have 
the “ exclusive” carriage of Government passengers, and this the 
Company holds to include soldiers sent on expeditions, &c. The 
case was tried here in Court, and decided in favour of the Com- 
pany, but an appeal has been made to Holland, the result of which 
1s looked for with much interest.

Amongst the many complaints which the Foreigner has agai 
the Dutch Government here is the unreasonable delay of their 
courts of law. There is now an Englishman incarcerated in the 
common gaol of Batavia (for an assault on a Dutchman), who has 
been there since February, and whose trial will not come off until 
next month. Bail has been offered to any amount, and refused. 
This for a police-court case, which should have been settled the 
next morning, is certainly a most barbarous state of things, espe- 
cially when the heat of the climate is considered. 

The Government here has refused to meet the demand made 
by our Government, through Mr. McLean, the Consul, for damages 
in the case of the ship Maggie Leslie, with a cargo of tea, which 
was towed in here last year by the Fusiyama. he claim is for 
damages and losses by the acts of the Government officer, here 
styled the “ Receiver of Wrecks.” This officer insisted by force 
on his right to take charge of the ship, against the protest of the 
British Consul. A quantity of tea was landed and sold quite un- 
necessarily, and heavy charges made, for which he reimbursed 
himself out of the proceeds of the tea. The whole transaction 
was little more than one of plunder. The underwriters in Eng- 
land represented the matter to our Foreign-office, and Lord Stan- 
ley decided that the acts of the Government in Batavia were 
illegal, and made a claim for restitution. As it has been refused, 
it now rests with Lord Clarendon to carry the case to the Supreme 
Gevernment at the Hague. :

Dutch are not so much inquired for, while both 
American Drills and Jeans are desired at higher values; the only lot of 
40 yard Drills on offer was disposed of at $5.60 to 5.70 per piece. Sheetings 
are a little firmer, but holders of the small lots offering are asking over 
buyers’ ideas. Turkey Red Shirtings have also felt the enhancement 
of other kinds. Woollens.—The market has shown some little ani- 
mation, and a slight recovery in prices is noticeable; Scarlet Long 
Ells are nominally 10 cents dearer, but are not saleable at the 
advance; Assorted have been inquired for at a similar increase, and 
sales are 1,400 pieces at $8.80 per piece. Lastings have advanced, and 
200 pieces have found buyers at $15. Blankets are readily saleable at 
prices 10 cents better. Metals: Business has been upon a somewhat in- 
creased scale, and Nail Rod, Bar, and Hoop Iron have gone rather dearer. 
Wire is steady. Steel has materially declined. Malacca Tin has advanced 
$2 per picul, while Straits is firm at previous quotation. Lead is still 
very dull. Quicksilver is without change. Coal: Stocks are heavy and 
demand light. Arrivals have been 800 tons Anthracite, to consumers, 
2,099 tons Sydney, ani 750 tons Welsh. Sales have been two small car- 
goes of Sydney, aggregating 577 tons at $6.25. Ginseng: There is still 
an absence of demand and an unimportant business has again resulted. 
Sales comprise 7 packages Crude Root at $133 to 151 and 8 packages 
Clarified at $170 to 190—less customary discount. The market closes firm.

Market overstocked; sules can only be made at extremely low prices; 
Galvanised Corrugated: Very dull, at f.17 to f.18 per picul. 

Stncapore.—A very fair business had been done during the fortnight 
in Grey goods, although prices had slightly given way, chiefly owing to 
the supplies to hand per Eleanor, Lorton, and Edinburgh Castle. Grey 
Shirtings, 7 !bs. and 8} lbs., had commanded steady prices, and sales of 
considerable magnitude were reported of 7 Ibs. at $2.50 to 2.424, the 
larger sales at the latter rate; there had been considerable tranaactions in 
84 Ibs., for which quotations ranged from $2.90 to 2.85, chiefly at the 
lower price.

Yellow Metal in some 
demand, price firm. Lead unaltered, market bare. Gunpowder saleable 
only in very small quantities, at low prices. Coals in heavy stock and 
large supplies on the way; the last sale recorded was a cargo of 700 tons 
Cardiff at $74 pet ton.

YoKoHAMA.—The Tea Market centinued very quiet; unfavourable 
advices from New York, coupled with the smaliness and inferiority of 
stocks, prevented purchasers from operating to any extent, and the busi- 
ness of the fortnight had been confined to a few parcels of good medium 
grades for San Francisco, and of common grades for London. Settlements 
amounted to about 650 piculs, which had been made at prices as last 

uoted. 

: SHANGHAI.—Black: The only settlements for the fortnight had been 
two chops Shanghai-packed Congous at Tls. 10 to Tls. 18. Settlement 
for the fortnight, 570 chests; stock, 1 chop, or 207 packages. Green : 
Transactions for the fortnight had been small, and there was but little 
change in prices. The settlements had been chiefly country-packed teas, 
of which only about 1,175 half-chests remained in stock. Settlements for 
the fortnight, 2,037 half-chests; stock, 3,175 hulf-ehests. Quotations 
(duty paid, exchange for credits, six months’ sight, at 63s. 23d. per tael, 
and freight at £4 per ton) were as follow:—Fychow and Moyune Gun- 
powder 1s. 64d. to 3s. 9d., Imperial 1s. 23d. to 2s. 113d., Young Hyson 
1s, to 3s. 6d., Hyson 1s. 23d. to 33. 7d.. Twankay 9$d. to 1s, 29d. 

Hankow.—The picking of the feaf will have commenced pretty gene- 
rally throughout the producing districts. It was reported that the market 
had been opened in some districts, but no reliable information as to price 
or quality had been received. The weather so far was said to be favour- 
able. Quotations were nominal. Export of Tea from Jan. 1 to April 
16, 1869, 277,158 lbs.; June 1, 1868, to April 7, 1869, 45,959,821 Ibs, 

Amoy.—By the departure of the A. E. Vidal, to fill up at Hong Kong 
for New York, the season’s export to America had been completed ; her 
cargo had not been circulated, and it will doubtless not be reported until 
she leaves Hong Kong. 

Canton.—About 1,300 boxes of Gunpowder had been settled from the 
stock of old Tea, intended, it is thought, as a flooring chop for one of the 
vessels expected to take new Teas. Confidence had been somewhat re- 
stored as to prospects for the coming crop by a favourable change in the 
weather, and much benefit to the leaf was looked for should it continue 
fine. A few musters of small quantities of District Congou and Gan- 
powder had been shown, but not sufficient to justify an opinion as to 
quality of the supplies to be received. The preparation of Scented Teas 
was said to be progressing favourably, and musters were looked for. 

SILK. 

Yoxouama.—There had been but little change in the tone of the mar- 
ket during the interval. A moderate demand for all available Hanks, 
combined with a lower Boo-value of the dollar, had kept silkmen stiff in 
their pretensions, while the stock had been reduced by the return of some 
parcels to the interior. About 150 bales had been settled, consisting 
chiefly of common to medium Hanks, at $700 to 850. 

SuANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular : 
— Just before the close of last mail nearly 200 bales more than had 
been estimated were shipped off, principally on native account. Business 
fur "the fortnight amounts to 300 bales, mostly medium to common 
Tsatlees and re-reeled descriptions. Although we do not alter quotations, 
prices for the former sorts must be considered fully higher, as Red Pea- 
cocks have been taken at Tis. 460, with other purchases on a similar 
scale, whilst exchange has advanced ; on the other hand, Re-reels, Trams, 
and Organzines are a trifle lower, which, however, may be accounted for 
in the quality. The market is cleared of Chop Silks, and the next Eng- 
lish mail will virtually close season 1868-69. News from the country is 
very satisfactory regarding the worms so far, and should the weather 
continue favourable we shall undoubtedly have a very large yield; the 
critical period, however, will not arrive fur nearly three weeks yet.” 


STRAITS PRODUCE. 

SINGAPORE.—There had been little animation in the market during the 
interval ; supplies of most articles had been coming forward slowly, and 
there was not much alteration in quotations. Gambier had been more 
active; supplies had come in freely; there was a good inquiry, and the 
market closed firm ; about 1,300 tons had been contracted for, principally 
at high quotations. Black Pepper unaltered, supplies trifling. White 
Pepper in fair inquiry at previous rates, and obtainable only in small 
parcels. Sago Flour firmer, good demand, supplies limited. Pearl Sago 
had an upward tendency ; a small business had transpired at an advance 
on last prices. Rattansin active demand, and prices advancing. Malacca 
Tio lower in value ; a moderate business had been done chiefly at $30 per 
picul. The Rice market had been quiet, and business had been small for 
local consumption ; stocks heavy. Hides and Horns in good inquiry.

WESTERN CHINA. 

THE question of the opening up of Western China to 
British trade appears still to rest in the hands of the Council 
of India, the Home Government being content to let that 
curiously constructed body do as it pleases about the matter. 
How totally unfitted the Council is to advise upon or to pro- 
mote any plan for the extension of commerce, may be seen 
ata glance by referring to a return lately moved for in the 
House of Commons by Mr. Barnes, who wished for in- 
formation as to the constitution of the Council. This 
return shows that the whole fifteen members of it have 
served for long periods in India; that a majority of 
them have been members of the Council for over 
ten years, and that six of them were directors of the old 
East India Company. As regards their qualifications, nine 
are retired members of the Company’s civil service, three 
of the Indian Army, one a retired Indian judge, and the 
remaining two also retired legal officers of the Indian Go- 
vernment. Twelve of them are between sixty and eighty 
years of age, the youngest being fifty-three. The active 
business of this Council is divided among six working Com- 
mittees or Departments, namely, Revenue, Finance, Political, 
Military, Judicial, and Public Works ; for Commerce there ts 
no provision whatever / Some slight modification will be 
made by the Government of India Act Amendment Bill, now 
under discussion, which substitutes a ten years’ tenure of 
office for the life membership hitherto enjoyed ; but the main 
characteristics of the body, its exclusively Indian consti- 
tution and utter unfitness to deal with matters affecting 
trade, remain untouched. It would be absurd to ex- 
pect from such a Council any enlightened views or 


action with regard to commerce —a subject on which | 


their ignorance is only equalled by their profound indif- 
ference. It is not without good reason, therefore, that the 
Huddersfield Chamber of Commerce has recently petitioned 
the House of Commons to insert a clause in the Bill above 
alluded to, providing that in future one-third of the Council 
shall consist of gentlemen fully conversant with the interests 
and requirements of British trade, and therefore competent 
to give sound advice on questions relating to the develop- 
ment of commerce with the East. We hope to see the prayer 
of the Huddersfield Chamber backed up by many others, 
and would suggest, as an additional reform that may safely 
be advocated, the further reduction of the terms of service 
to five years, instead of ten. The Vicrroy and Presidential 
Governors in India, as well as Colonial Governors generally, 
are limited to a five years’ term of office; there are no rea- 
sons why members of the India Council should enjoy a longer 
lease of power, but many good reasons against it. 

We have on several occasions adverted to the pertinacity 
with which the Indian Government upholds the Bhamd 
route into Western China, notwithstanding the undeniable 
failure of Captain SLapEN’s operations, while systematically 
decrying Captain Sprre’s far more legitimate and practicable 
route from Rangoon to Kiang-hung. The latter gentleman 
has just had occasion to write to The Times to expose another 
instance of the cool way these Indian councillors have of 
burking a project they have conceived a prejudice against. 
At a recent meeting of the Society of Arts, some papers 
were read on routes for trade between Caloutta and Tibet, 
and between Calcutta and Western China, wa Bhamd. Sir 
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Henry Raw Linson, a member of the Council of India, and 
previously a director of the East India Company, being 
present, spoke on those routes, and expressed—without 
assigning reasons — authoritative commendation of the 
‘Bhamd .route through Talifoo, as being “the real line of 
traffic.” After which, on being asked “to give the meeting 
his opinion of the route recommended by Captain Spry,” 
Sir Henry stated, “The Spryg route does not conduct to 
“ Yunan. It passes into Cochin China, far to the south, in 
‘< order to arrive at a convenient point for sea communication 
“with Hong Kong; and we, the Council of India, cannot 
“ squander the resources of India on Quixotic undertakings.” 
Now, this was either a deliberate misrepresentation, or a 
ludicrous display of ignorance. If Sir H. Rawzinson had 
inquired, even in the most cursory manner, into the 
subject on which he pronounced such an authoritative 
judgment, he must have known that every word he uttered 
was the reverse of true. The route proposed by Captain 
SprYE does lead direct to Yunan ; its course is north-east, 
not south ; it goes away from, not towards, Cochin China, 
and has not the remotest reference to sea communication 
with Hong Kong. Such flagrant misstatements as these, 
emanating from such a source, are likely to be most prejudi- 
cial, and cannot be too energetically protested against. But, 
as Captain SprvE points out, it is a very old official device to 
misrepresent a projector’s plans, and then ridicule and run 
down the absurdities that exist only in the imagination of 
the speaker. At present the mode of introducing British 
trade into Western China may be a somewhat dry subject 
for readers whose interests are chiefly centred in the ports on 
the eastern sea-board of that country; but it is a subject 
that we are convinced will become one of great importance 
before many years have passed away. 


THE postponement of the opening of the Suez Canal has 
been officially announced. The ceremony is now to take 
place on the 17th November. Vessels with visitors on 
board will be free of all dues. They will have to be at Port 
Said by the 16th November at latest. On the 17th they 
will proceed to Lake Timsah ; stop before Ismaila during 
the 18th, on which day the VicrRoy will give a fete ; and on 
the 19th they will cross the Bitter Lakes and enter the Red 
Sea. The Empress Evaenig, if the last programme of her 
Eastern tour be not altered, will quit Paris on the 15th Oc- 
tober for Cairo, will ascend the Nile as far as the Second 
Cataract, and return in order to inaugurate at Suez the 
opening of the canal on the 17th November. The Empr- 
RoR'’s sole reason for not going with her is the fear that he 
might give umbrage to the SULTAN were he to accept the 
VICEROY’S invitation. 


WE have very lately had a signal instance of the inestimable 
benefits accruing from the more rapid communication with 
Japan afforded by the Pacific Route. A message dated Yo- 
kohama, May 29, carried across the Pacific, telegraphed 
across the American continent to New York, and theuce by 
Atlantic Cable to London, embodies the momentous announce- 
ment that “ The QuEEn’s birthday was celebrated enthusiasti- 
cally by the British residents in Japan.” It is quite awful to 
think that without the wondrous chain of steam and electric 
communication recently perfected, we might have remained 
ignorant of this stupendous fact for another month! Se- 
riously, though, how can Mr. RevrER—or anybody else— 
afford to pay for the transmission of such rubbish as this 
through 4,000 miles of telegraph wire ? 


One of our daily contemporaries last week gave currency 
to a report that the P. and O. Company proposed taking over 
from the Government the basin and building slips belonging 
to Woolwich Dockyard, with the view of using them for the 
construction and repairs of their steamers. Mr. Howe .t, the 
secretary to the company, writes to state that there is no 
foundation for the rumour, which he is instructed to contra- 
dict. 

Our latest telegrams from Hong Kong—dated May 27th 
—announce that the difficulty at Peking between the French 
Minister and the Chinese Government had been settled by 
an apology from Prince Kune. So the French journals that 


denied that any indignity had been offered to Count RocHE- 
CHOUART were wrong after all. 
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ANNUAL REPORTS OF THE FRENCH STEAM PACKET 
COMPANIES. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Messageries Impériales and the Transatlantic Companies of 
France have lately presented their annual reports to their shareholders, 
and it may perhaps be useful, pour encourager les autres, as our neigh- 
bours aaid when poor Admiral Byng was executed, to give a few ex- 
tracts from these documents. ; 

The directors of the Messageries Impériales Company inform their 
shareholders that the fears entertained respecting the effect of the 
change made in the arrangements of the P. and O. Company have 
turned out unfounded, for, in place of a diminution, the receipts of the 
French company show an increase of 2 per cent. in the amount. 

The first of the vessels intended for the double service of the Indo- 
China line has been running since January, and the new organisation 
will be completed in July, 1870. The following shows the progress of 








the French Indo-China service :—

Transatlantic lines, and during the current year the present veasels wil] 
be replaced by others of the same power as those employed on the India 
and China lines, namely, of 500-horse power, and 4,000 to 4,500 tons 
displacement. The fleet of the company now amounts to 65 vessels, of 
20,885 total horse power, and 137,384 tons displacement, valued at 
£3,820,800. Its stock of stores of all kinds is set down at £1,146,480 ; 
ita sinking fund amounts to £1,417,337 ; itsinsurance fund to £260,000 ; 
a special fund for the replacement of boilers to £10,411 ; and its re- 
serve fund to £115,080. The working of the year 1868 gives the 
following results :—Passengers carried, 191,489 ; merchandise, 240,484 
tons; specie and articles of value, £10,027,580. To which is to be 
added the gratuitous carriage for the Government, we suppose, 27,561 
passengers, 32,249 parcels of merchandise, weighing 5,100 tons, specie,

The General Transatlantic Company is not in such flourishing cir- 
cumstances as the Messageries, nor does it so immediately interest our 
readers, but there are some few points in its report which have a decided 
importance for the British public. Referring to the recent debate in 
the Corps Legislative on the extension of the powers of the company, 
the directors, with natural pride, quote the dictum of Admiral Bonét- 
Willaumez, to the effect that the French company excels the English 
companies both as regards speed and comfort. The capital, or rather

The rates have, however, been lowered by competition, and the 
average net profit per voyage was, in 1868, only f.219,000, against 
f.288,000 in 1867. The increased competition is evident enough from 
the fact that since the establishment of this company the total number 
of voyages from Europe to New York by steamships has grown from 
nine to thirty-six regular departures per month. Tbe only companies 
who carry no emigrants are thie and the Cunard on the New York line, 
and the latter and the Royal Mail Company are the real competitors 
of the Transatlantic. The number of passengers carried by the French 
company on its two lines of Colon and Mexico during the year 1868 
was, in 24 voyages, 6,352; and on the New York line, in 26 voyages, 
8,318 ; total in 50 voyages, 14,670; while the Royal Mail Company 
carried in 24 voyages, 3,932 ; and the Cunard, in 52 voyages between 
Liverpool and New York, 9,178 ; total in 76 voyages, 13,1065. 
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No comparative account of merchandise is given, which leaves the 
parallel incomplete. As regards speed the French company is stated 


to have averaged on the New York line, in 1868, 12°20 knots, against 
11°65 for the Cunard Company. 


As regards working expenditure, we have the following resulta, as 
given in the report :—

The result of the year’s working, even with a certain allowance from 


Government, only yields f.19.20 per share of £500. The new year, how. 
ever, began badly for the company with the absconding of its cashier 
with a sum of about £14,400. 

The company has issued 16,000 new bonds of f.500 each, to be paid 
off in nineteen years, to meet the cost of new vessels for the Pacific 
service. Three of these steamers are now building at Penhoet and Bor- 
deaux. They are modelled after the packets of the English Pacific 
boats, with some slight modifications ; they are 287 feet long, 40 wide, 
and 28 feet in depth, and will be fitted with twin screws driven by two 
engines, each of 250-horse power. These are arranged to carry 120 first 
and 50 second class passengers; their holds have a capacity of 1,100 
tons, and they are calculated to consume, for a speed of 10} knots, not 
more than 80 tons of coal. These vessels are to commence running 
about the middle of next year. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hameure, June 20. 

The new commercial treaty between the Zollverein and Japan has 
been laid before the Zollverein Varliament for approval, discussed, and 
finally unanimously passed. It will be found to contain 3ome new 
features, at least, as compared with the original Prussian treaty of 
1861. It is dated Yokohama, February 20, 1869, and is concluded 
with ‘* His Majesty the Tenno of Japan.” It comes into operation on 
the day of being a a without waiting for the usual exchange of 
the ratifications, and is not limited to any fixed period of duration ; 
but it provides for a revision on the Ist of July, 1872, should either 
of the high contracting Powers wish it, and in that case a year's notice 
of such intention must be given to the other party. The treaty con- 
tains twenty-three articles, and there is an appendixin seven divisions, 
containing the regulations for carrying on the German trade in Japan, 
together with the revised tariff of custom-house duties. The new con- 
cessions accorded to Spain, Sweden and Norway, Russia, and especially 
those of 1866 granted to France, England, the United States, and the 
Netherlands, are all embodied in the present treaty, more particularly 
those affecting the currency of Japan and the foreign exchanges. Four 
new ports are added to those already opened for foreign trade, and the 
German Consular authorities obtain the right in all cases of shipwreck, 
and attempts on life and property of Germans, to exceed the usual 
limits, and under certain circumstances enter the rest of the Japanese 
territory. On the other hand, it is stipulated in Art III., and urged 
by the Japanese as an indispensable condition, that in other cases Ger- 
mans exceeding the prescribed territorial limits are subject to a fine of 
100 dols. for each offence. The punishment for false declarations in 
ships’ manifests is no longer the double amount of duty, but a 
money fine; so that the receivers of goods are not made re- 
sponsible, but those who commit the errors. With regard 
to the export of copper, which has given rise to so many 
disputes, a fixed ek duty of 5 per cent., ad valorem, replaces the 
former system. And finally, there is a reduction ofabout 15 per cent. 
in the import duties of cotton and mixed cotton manufactures, that 
form an important part of the exports from Saxony. All these facili- 
ties, however, are to come into operation coevally with the new export 
duties on tea and silk. In regard to an extension of the fixed circuit 
of territory,open to Foreigners at Nagasaki, the “ Tenno of Japan” has 
promised to convene a meeting of the Daimios and confer with them 
on the subject, as he deems it needful to obtain their consent and con- 
firmation. 

There was but little debate when the subject came before the Zoll- 
verein Parliament. Mr. Ed member for Hamburg and head 
‘of the firm of Roas, Vidal and Co.,in this city, in bringing up the 
report of the committee, remarked there is no perfection in this world, 
and even treaties of commerce are liable to typographical mistakes. 
Thus he found in Art. 54 that the tree called Lugi had been translated 
ceder (the German for cedar), but the printera had made leder (leather) 
out of it; “and yet,” he continued, ‘‘ on closer examination it will be 
perceived that even in Japan they know that leather is not made of 
wood.” He considered the treaty as a great boon to German trade, as 
four more ports were opened to the German flag, and ia all other re- 
specta they were placed on the footing of the most favoured nation. 
Among the other advan it is stipulated that the Custom-house 
must be open for business from sunrise to sunset. I only regret that 
the Japanese Monarch did not insist on reciprocity, for then our offi- 
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cials at home would not be able to shut up their offices for a couple of 
hours to enjoy their afternoon nap without interruption as they do 
now, but would be relieved at regular intervals. It is just possible 
that we may take a leaf out of this Japanese book; for this 
stipulation of the treaty might be introduced at home with great ad- 
vantage. (Applause.) The only other remark I have to make is to 
express my regret that our representative in Japan could not obtain 
for the Germans at Nagasaki a little further extension of their right of 
taking a country walk, a very innocent amusement, but considered im- 
proper and dangerous by the Daimios, who were understood to be a 
sort of Japanese Upper House, like our Federal Council. But I sup- 
pose we ought not to blame him too severely when we look round and 
find that many trifling liberties and innocent amusements are denied 
us by our own Daimios in this country.” (Cheers.) 

Herr Camphausen, as one of the members of the committee, recommen- 
ded the House most earnestly to confirm and ratify the treaty unanimously. 
It must be considered as a great step in advance that the Japanese had 
broken through their old law, and now permitted Foreigners to go 
twenty miles into the interior of the country in all the ports open to 
foreign commerce, with the sole exception of Nagasaki, where the con- 
sent was required of the Daimios, who, however, were not to be com- 
pared with our modern House of Lords, but rather to the feudal barons 
of the Middle Ages. But the most important advantage achieved by 
the treaty was the extension of all the concessions obtained to the 
whole of the Zollverein. 

The treaty was then unanimously confirmed. 

The journey of the King of Prussia to Hanover and Bremen has 
been go often postponed that like the Boy and the Wolf in the fable 
no one any longer believed in it. However, he is now fairly off, having 
left Berlin on Sunday afternoon by special train for Hanover. As he 
is also to visit Bremen, and will go down to Bremerhaven in one of 
the North German Lloyds’ Transatlantic steamers, the departure of 
the North Pole Expedition, which was to have sailed last Saturday, 
has been deferred, in the hope that his Majesty, who takes a ee 
interest in it, and has supported it by a fresh donation of 2,000 dols., 
will inspect the ships, and see them steam away, 


COMMERCIAL. 

Cassia lignea is firm, and commands an easy sale at former rates. 
Rice neglected, but not lower. On the recommendation of Prussia, as 
resident of the North German Confederation, the Federal Council 
ve resolved to bring in a Bill for the reduction of the import duty 
on rice from 3 dola. to 14 dols. per 100 lbs. for the whole of the Zoll- 
verein. After a long period of stagnation it is refreshing to be able to 
report that Spelter has again come into favour. The first sale was 
1,500 centners in loco last week, for which 13 marks 10 schillings 
banco per centner were paid, since which the price has been continu- 
ally rising, the last price paid being 13.154, the sales amounting alto- 
ether to 19,000 centners. None is now to be had under 14 marks 

anco, but hitherto no transactions are reported at that figure.

HOLLAND.

RorrerpDaM, June 19. 

The elections for the Second Chamber of the States General have 
resulted in the brilliant succeas of the Liberal cause, they having 
geinec a positive victory over the united factions of Conservatives, 

man Catholics, and anti-Revolutionists, who had no other aim in 
view than to overthrow the Liberal Instruction Law of 1857, and to 
replace the neutral anti-sectarian instruction by a strict sectarian sys- 
tem. The ecclesiastical parties abhor the free lay instruction, and 
desire that the Bible should be made the standard work in every 
school, and that priests and ministers should alone direct the instruc- 
tion. That the majority of the nation is not in favour of this plan is 
shown by the fact that the Opposition has been defeated, and that the 
Cabinet is in possession of a strong majority in Parliament. 

The Ministerial party has only lost one member, namely, Mr. Pypers, 
in the district of Breda; while, on the other side, seven new Liberal 
candidates have been duly elected by overwhelming majorities, namely, 
Messrs. T. J. Stieltjes and J. de Lange, at Amsterdam; Dr. W. H. 
Jaserda, at Sneek ; Jhr. Mr. J. A. Sandberg, junior (who has defeated 
Mr. Gefken), at Zwolle ; Mr. K. A. Rombach, at Brielle; Jhr. Mr. D. 
van Akerlaken, at Hoorn; and the General W. J. Knoop (who, mirabile 
dictu, has beaten the ultra-Orthodox Van Foreest), at Alkmaar. The 
Conservative party has lost six members, Messrs. J. K. van Goltstein, 
M. J. Pynappel, Gefken, van Foreest not having been re-elected ; 
whilst Messrs. Rochussen and de Bosch Kemper, who preferred to 
retire from the contest, have had their seats filled up by Liberals. 
The orthodox party in Parliament is reinforced by four membe 
Messrs. van Loon, van Lynden van Sandenburg, Luyben, and Haff- 
manns. The ex-Minister, Mr. Hasselman, was elected at Tiel in oppo- 
sition to Mr. Lidth de Jeude. 

In four districts there was no definitive result arrived at. In Gouda 
8 ballot must take place between Jhr. Mr. W. M. de Brauw and Dr. 
J. Bosscha, jun. ; at Leyden, between Mr. H. A. Neeb and P. H. Baron 
Taets van Amerongen; at Haarlemmermeer, between Jhr. Mr. J. W. 
H. Rutgers van Rozenburg and Mr. J. J. W. van der Biesen; and at 
Zuid Horn between Mr. N. Olivier and H. W. Wierda. 

A few days before the elections took place a rumour obtained cur- 
rency at the Hague that serious revolutionary riots had occurred in the 
East India colonies, resulting in the dismissal of the resident of Sou- 
racarta, Mr. Zoetelief. The Vaderland, however, contradicts the latter 
statement, and affirms that private letters from Batavia state that the 
dismissal of Mr. Zoetelief resulted solely from the fact that he had 
failed to do his duty. In the meanwhile these troublesome rumours 
have found their way abroad, ao that even the Asiatic told its readers: 
that a revolution was imminent at Java.

TRE LONDON AND CHINA TELEGRAPH.

The Second Chamber of the States General will meet on the 17th 
inst. for the despatch of business, but I do not think any mattets of 
high importance will be dealt with before the close of the Session. 
The section report upon the Agrarian law has been published. The 
majority in the sections is of opinion that it is urgently necessary to 
finish what is called the “ Colonial question,” if it is not already too 
late. The proprietorship of grounds is now regarded as the prineipal 
condition of free cultivation, but opinions are so divided that I beyin 
to think that we shall never be enabled to settle the question satis- 
factorily. 

HM. the King has given orders that artificial breeding of sllk- 
worms shall be carried on at his seat, het Zoo. Mulberry trees and 
eggs are already being transported from Amersfoort to the Royal seat. 
A rumour has been circulated in the Hague that the Government had 
appointed Mr. Mieling, manager of the States printing-offices, to re- 
organise the Government printing offices at Java. Mr. G. Kolff having 
protested energetically in the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant againat 
this appointment, the papers declare that Mr. Mieling had refused 
the post. Ina few days H.M. the Queen will return from France to 
het Loo, where her Majesty's birthday will be celebrated. H.M. the 
King and the Prince of Orange are residing at Apeldoorn. 

General indignation prevails in the tin trade because the Govern- 
ment does not take measures to diminish the stock at Banca, which 
amounted last March to 180,455 slabs, representing a value of ten 
millions of guilders. It is asked why this quantity is not transported 
to Holland, in order to be sold, not only in behalf of the interest of 
the trade, but also in that of the taxpayers.

A Treasury warrant has lately been issued, which under certain 
conditions reduces the rates of book, pattern, and -newspaper 
postage between the United Kingdom and our Colonial posses- 
sions, as well as some foreign countries, including Ceylon, Hong 
Kong, China, Japan, Java, Borneo, and Manila. Until now the 
minimum rate of postage for book-packets or newspapers for the 
above places has been 2d. va Southampton, and 4d. via Marseilles. 
From the first of July next the charges will be :—via Southamp- 
ton, 1 oz, or under, ld.; over 1 oz. but not exceeding 2 ox, 2d. 

Via Marseilles, 1 oz. or under, 2d. ; over 1 oz. but under 2 os., 4d. 

The Messageries Imperiales once more gives its shareholders & 
dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum—that is £2 per 
£20 share—for the past twelve months. The value of the com- 
pany’s naval plant stood at the close of 1868 at £3,620,000. Three 
large steamers were added to the company’s fleet in the course of 
last year, viz., the Hooghly, of 500-horse power and 4,000 tons 
burden ; the Zanais, of 280-horse power and 2,700 tons burden ; 
and the Tage, of 280-horse power and 2, 700 tons burden. Since 
the commencement of 1869 two other steamers, the Scamandre and 
the Zére, have been added to the company’s Mediterranean liners- 
One other steamer, the Pezho, is about to be added to the Indo- 
Chinese line, the business of which is stated to be increasing. The 
total receipts of the company in 1868 on revenue account were 
£1,837,674, and the working expenses were £1,564,069, leaving a 
balance of £273,605. 

The directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, Lon- 
don, and China notify that a dividend of 4 per cent., free of in- 
come-tax, for the half year ending the 30th instant, will be paid 
to the proprietors on the lst of July. 

At the meeting of the Colonial Company (Limited) the directors’ 
report was adopted. It mentioned that the net profit for the 
year amounted to £72,260, and announced a dividend of 12s. per 
share, making, inclusive of previous distributions, a total payment 
of 8 per cent. for the twelve months, free of income-tax. 

At the meeting of the Ceylon Company (Limited) the directors’ 
report was adopted,and a dividend declared at the rate of 6 per cent.

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is very limited. Considerable remittances are expected to come to 
hand shortly, chiefly via New York, owing to the low rates of 
freight charged by that route. Bar silver is unchanged, at 5s. 04d. 

The report of the Assam Company, to be presented on the 29th 
inst., gives a favourable estimate of the crop of the present year, 
and, in consequence, proposes a resumption of dividends in the 
shape of an interim distribution of 24 per cent. 

The Manchester Courier intimates that a meeting has been held 
of the creditors of Messrs. Watson and Sherburn, cotton spinners 
and manufacturers, Padiham. Mr. M. Bateson Wood, solicitor, 
presented a statement of accounts, which showed liabilities amount- 
ing to £9,566. The assets showed a dividend of from 7s. 6d. to 
10s. in the pound, according to the scale upon which the mill 
would be valued. A committee of investigation was appointed, 
and the meeting was adjourned, with a view to the reception of 
their report. 

Advices from Glasgow report the failure of Messrs. Murdoch and 
Dodderell, sugar refiners, and state that it has been chiefly caused 
by the importers of sugar on the Clyde altering credits from four 
to two months, and that the estate, according to the lowest esti- 
mate, will produce from 12s. to 13s. in the pound. The works, it 
is stated, have been mortgaged to a Scotch bank for £35,000. 

The liabilities of Messrs. Felix Leach and Co., of Manchester, are 
thought to amount to £70,000. Ata meeting of the creditors of 
Messrs. John Clough and Sons, machine woo! combers, Providence 
Mills, Bradford, the accounts showed liabilities on acceptances and 
open debts of £6,160, with small assets. 

Company’s steamer 
Ripon, from Southampton on the 26th inst., was in gold, to Alex- 
andria, £38; to Bombay, £100; to Madras, £2,277 ; in silver, to 
Penang, £4,500; to Singapore, £7,500 ; to Hong Kong, £42,828 ;
